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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Nishida reference does 
not disclose the claimed limiations. Applicant states that the Nishida reference is a solar cell and the present invention is a photocell and 
that a photocell the current flow is parallel to the film surface and the current flow of a solar cell is sandwiched between the layers. The 
Nishida reference discloses the structural limitations of the claim and therefore the current would flow parallel to the layers. In addition 
there is nothing in the specification nor the arguments that describe what or how the device is formed differently to make the current flow 
in a different direction or to flow in a parellel direction . 
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
